| bel the Trans-Canada highway Is com- 
pleted by the end of 1960, the declared 
aim of the present administration at 
Ottawa, that at least will be one clear-cut 
thing the nation will have done for itself 
in the post-war period. The bill now before 
the Commons to push construction ahead 
may or may not meet the objections ol 
the Provinces that not sufficient federal 
aid was being made available to help them 
with their several problems in connection 
with the route. But it will be action, and 
that is needed to bring the national high- 
way plan to fruition It has dragged long 
enough 

As the project stands some 1,600 miles 


of the 4,580-mile route have been con 
structed to the required standard; 2,850 
miles have been paved, but hardly more 


than half of that to standard requirements 
1,545 miles have unpaved surfacing and 
there is no highway for 185 miles. The 
Dominion’s initial bargain with the Prov- 
inces is that it will pay half of the 
construction for standard mileage, 
whether in place on the ground or yet to 
be built; that the Provinces will retain 
their control of the highway within their 


costs 


own areas (and provide for its main- 
tenance) ;. and that adjustments may be 
made with regard to special circumstances, 
in the national interest 

These terms seem fair, but experience 
has shown that the difficulties ahead may 


rest in the interpretation Ottawa puts on 
the covering legislation now under review. 
If the measure before the House is 


interpreted liberally, the adjustments that 
may be needed as to exceptional difficul- 
ties on the route should not prove unsur- 
mountable. A haggling attitude on the 
contrary could stall completion of the 
national highway for half a century 

It ‘is high time that there was 
able road stretching across Canada from 
sea. All of the vast road outlays 
by the Dominion and the Provinces have 
not achieved that purpose Canadians 
still must travel into the United States if 
they want to cross Canada in motoring 
comfort. Back of the so ial uses of the 
highway is its commercial value where 
the same handicap applies The best hope 
that the Dominion and the Prov- 
whatey may be necessar 
nbined action on the project.

Some 50 of the sitting members af 
Parliament are now eligible for the pen- 
sion, which would take effect if they 
resigned from the Commons or failed to 
hold their seats at the next federal elec- 
tion. These 50 have complied with the 
contributory provisions of the scheme and 
paid the maximum amount of $4,000 into 
the fund. This means that in the short 
space of 15 months after retirement they 


will receive back all they have paid in and 
will at national expense from then 
on.
